A \ National C Coal Policy 


Tn an effort to find a solution of the <i haces of fuel sidblen which con- 
fronts Ontario and Quebee, the eyes of the people there have of late been 
directed towards Alberta. People in these Eastern Provincés have in the 
past used Pennsylvania hard coal almost to the exclusion of other fuels, and |, 
the first step is to educate them in thé use of soft coal. — Owing to the coal 
shortage last winter they ‘were giad to get coal of any. kind and-many people 
were forced to burn soft coal for the first time, but even it came from .the 
U hited States, - ~ : 6 

Recently, the ‘Ottawa Journal and ‘the Toronta Star brought onl from 
Alberta and distributed it at less than cost to a number of people in order. to 
satisfy the East as to the quality of Western fuel, and the Ontario “Goyern- 
ment has followed the. same course. | Stern necessity some years ago led 
the people of Manitoba to become large consumers of Alberta coal. It has 
proved satisfactory there, and it is safe to say that Manitoba will never again 
import United States anthracite on’ the large scale that formerly prevailed. 
There is no reason to-doubt that Alberta coal will prove raat acceptable in 
Ontario. 

As pointed out in last week's” article, the obstacle in the way of extensive 
use of Alberta coal in Ontario is.the high cost of transportation—a rate made 
abnormally high by. reason of the lack of return freight shipments from the 
East to the West, thus foreipg the return of.coal cars as “empties.’. “United 
States coal shipments to the West have always enjoyed the advantage of be- 
ing a reurn cargo for the lake boats which took cargoes of Western grain 
down the Great Lakes.

One way. of solving Ontario’s fuel satan through the use of Alberta coal]. 


is for the manufacturers amd wholesalers of Eastern Candda to give close and 
scientific attention to the ‘requirements of-the West and endeayor to develop | 
a larger. trade in the West and replacé many of the United States products | ' 
which even & high customs tariff fails.to keep out of this country. 

A farther reduction in the duties tmposed on British: goods through an. 
extension, of the British Preferential Tariff would Jikewise assist in inereas~ 
ing the volume of freight front the East to the West, and ‘operate to. reduce 
the number of “empties” to ‘be hauled.’ y 

It must be adnvtted that in this way alone sufficient fatueh freight sould 
not be developed. There would always be a large number of “empties” to 
be returned to the West, especially as in addition to the coal movement to 
the Ea&t, there is the grain movement and the shipment of cattle all in the 
same direction. \ 

A reduction in the coal rate below the actual cost of haulage is out of the 
question as it would mean increasing the already heavy deficit in the opera- 
tion of the National Railways. But would it not pay the Dominion Govern: 
ment, and prove to be sound national: policy, if the Government at Ottawa 
“undertook to defray a portion, of the*cost of coal transportation. from the 
West to the East and thereby cut down the heavy drain of Canadian dollars 
into the United States for coal? : . 

The use of Alberta coal in Ontario on-a large scale would provide em- 
ployment for thousands of men in the Alberta fields, and would. result in a 
further development there, with increased royalties to the Government.  In- 
creased demand for Alberta coal. would result-in the mines being operated 
all the year round, instead of being closed down for many months, or operated 
with small shifts of men. . These men demand and must reteive exceptionally 
high wages because they cannot be assured of full time employment. Asa 
consequence the people of the West, with eoal almost. at-their doors, are 
obliged to pay-unreasonably high prices for-coal... Steady, ‘all-the-year ems; 
ployment. for miners and maximum production wiuld prove a blessing and an 
economic saving in every direction. { 

But, objects somebody, if the Dominion Government assumed a percent- 
age of the carrying cost of coal it would be. tantamount'to bonusing the coal 
industry. But if by so doing Canada’s adverse balance of, trade with the

Shortage Of Farm Labor 


Many Workers Required by Farmers 
3 In Western Provinces 

Winnipeg.—With few men--leaving 
British Columbia “for farm work this 
spring, a widespread shortage in the 
supply of farm, labor is. reported from 
the three’ prairie provinces. 

“Two thousand workers are required 
by the farmers of Manitoba and. Sas- 
katchewan, each province having 1,000 
unfilled applications, while Alberta is 
also asking for outside assistance. 
The Regina, Moose Jaw and ’Saska- 
toon districts: can place 500 at once, 
according: to G. E. Tomsett, Saskat- 
chewan ‘Superintendent ‘of the Em- 
ployment Service of Canada, who dis- 
cussed the situation here with the 
Dominion Western Superintendent, 
Major L. F. Howard. The pay offered 
in the applications from Regina, 
Moose Jaw and Saskatoon districts 
range from $50 to $55 per month, with 
the usual dally bonus being granted 
during harvest. Mr. Tomsett said 
other. Saskatchewan . districts. .want 
farm helpers at wages ranging from 
$40 -to $45 per month until harvest 
time, when the bonus will be paid.

Ottawa.—The greatest ally: Of the 
Oriental in entering Canada has been

Ottawa.—The western. demand for 
completion of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way. was the principal theme before a 
recent caucus of the Liberal members, 
and the Government's. policy towards 
the enterprise will likely be deterniin- 
ed .by the counsel given. The gist of 
it favors a thorough investigation into 
the feasibility of the route. ; 

The proposed inquiry may be made 
under the direction of Sir Henry 
Thornton, this being the probable 
‘course. “It would embrace the cost 
of completing the railway, the ques-

Schooner When Order to Stop 
is Ignored ‘ 

Ottawa.—Details of the ‘capture: of 
the United States fishing schooner 
Siloam, of Seattle, were made public 
by the Marine Department. The 
statement says the fishery protection 
sieamer Malaspina’ ‘(Captain» New- 
combe), sighted the .Siloam engaged 
in fishing within one mile of Solander 
Island, about a mile off the west coast 
of Vancouver Island, near Cape Cook, 

When no attention was paid to the 
Malaspina’s three whistles, the usual 
signal to’ stop, the Malaspina fired 
three blanks across the -bow of the 
schooner. “The latter continuing; two, 
solid; shots were fired, but still no at- 
tention’was paid. The captain of the 
Malaspina than haited the captain of 
the schooner, requesting him fo stop, 
but he declined. Two solid’ shots 
|were then fired, but~ missed, afler 
which the Malaspina ranged alongside 
and demanded that the schooner’ stop, 
warning: the captain that if these in- 
structions ‘were not obeyed, the ves- 
sel would be sunk. The schooner in- 
sisted on paying no attention to this 
warning, consequently no alternative 
was left to the captain of the Malas- 
pina but to fire a rifle volley at the 
pilot house, resulting in one of* the 
erew being hit in the shoulder, The 
schooner then stopped, and the crew 
‘brought the wounded man on béard 
lithe Malaspina. |The schooner’s boat 
then headed for the shore. The 
‘Malaspina lowered @ boat-at once and 
a line was put on board the schooner, 
when it.was discovered that the crew 
had scuttled her before leaving.
